Colonel Johnson submitted summary of War Department activities in 
Psychological Warfare during war, 


Mr. Tyler who has been working as chairman of a State Department 
Committee under Mr, Stone on this subject, submitted two comnit~ 
tee papers:

Mr. Tyler discussed peacetime function of the Government and it was 
generally agreed that peacetime operations could cover only "white" 
operations, but that cover was required for these activities. State 
Department in Office, International Information and Cultural Affairs 
could handle the subject more efficiently. 


It was generally agreed that in view of NIA Directive No. 5, CIG 
Would conduct all "blacktt operations, 


After prolonged discussion, a chart of wartime organization was in= 
volved, See attached, 


Captain Thurber believed that the committee should agree on a war= 

time organization and then consider the peacetime organization, 
(Note: This has the disadvantage of not considering the transi- 
tion of the peacetime organization to war footing. The danger 
of serious disruption to continuity of operations must be con= 
sidered, ) 


Colonel Johnson was requested to submit a recommended theater Of 
ganization at the next meeting,
